eae The LEAD (Leadership Education for 
Adult Development) Program, established 
: in 1994, is a degree completion program 
for people wishing to continue their 
education. The students are “non-tradi- 
tional” and are usually people who work 
full-time. Two sessions begin each year, 
one in the spring and one in the fall. The 
i program consists of 16 modules. Classes 
| meet Monday or Tuesday nights, from 
6:00 to 10:00 pm. For most people, the 
course takes about 23 months to complete, 
depending on how many credit hours they 
start with. Students are allowed to bring 
transcripts, technical hours, training 
| hours, and military hours into the pro- 
gram. One hundred twenty credit hours 
are needed to graduate. Approximately 37 
| students graduate each year, earning a 
Bachelor of Science in Management and 
Ethics.
